Asked about reports that the Humphrey camp 
was “ angry” about the heavy purchase by the Nix­ 
on campaign, Gardner replied that “angry is not 
really the word—it's a competitive situation ” 
Nixon will conduct a four-hour “telethon" ques­ 
tion-answering program 
from 
California 
election 
eve, but only two hours of it will be aired in 
each time zone. 
The second two-hour segment will be relayed to 
Hawaii by satellite — the first time a political 
broadcast has been so relayed. 
Humphrey already has purchased a half-hour, 
from 8:30 to 9 p.m. EST, on NBC, another on 
CBS, from 7:30 to 8 p.m. EST, and two hours, 
8:30 to 10:30 p.m. EST, on the ABC network, all 
for election eve. 
The third party candidate, form er Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace, has bought half-hour segments on 
all three networks — 8 to 8:30 on NBC; 9 to 9:30 
on CBS, and 
10:30 to 11 on ABC, all eastern 
standard times. 
The Nixon telethon will appear on the NBC net­ 
work from 9 to 11 p.m. in each of the four time 
zones. 
The Humphrey time-buyer said there was no 
question of finances involved in the Humphrev pur­ 
chases and “ if we can negotiate the time, we will 
get the money.”

NASA said

planned originally. They include a lunar orbit mis­ 
sion, a circum lunar fly-by or an earth orbital flight 
farther into space—4,000 miles has been mentioned 
as one goal—than any so far attem pted.

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Humphrey Opens Drive With Charge of Nixon Militarism 


Television Interview 
Nixon Defends Agnew in Conflict-of-interest Charges

NEW YORK (AP) - Richard 
M. Nixon, appearing suddenly 
embattled in the final week of 
h:s presidential campaign, is de­ 
fending running mate Spiro T. 
Agnew against conflict-of-inter­ 
est charges. 
Nixon, making his first net­ 
work television interview ap­ 
pearance in two years, also sug­ 
gested directly 
Sunday night 
that “people within the White 
House staff”—but not President 
Johnson—are trying to achieve 
a Vietnam bombing halt in an 
11th hour effort to boost the can­ 
didacy of Democrat Hubert H. 
Humphrey. He did this in trying 
to explain 
an earlier public 
statement that stirred contro­ 
versy. 
The defensive stance of the 
GOP candidate, generally re­ 
garded as the frontrunner in the 
campaign, was further under­ 
scored 
by 
public 
statements 
from two top aides attacking a 
national public opinion poll that, 
it was suggested, will soon indi­ 
cate a Humphrey spurt. 
Nixon, heading for rallies to­ 
day in Albany, N.Y., and Pitts­ 
burgh, 
was questioned 
about 
Agnew s past business dealings 
on “Face the Nation” on CBS. 
Gutter Politics 
Asked to comment on an edi­ 
torial 
Saturday in The New 
York Times accusing Agnew of 
“clear and repeated conflicts of 
interest” and controversial real 
estate deals, Nixon said: 


“This is the lowest kind of 
gutter 
politics 
that 
a 
great 
newspaper could possibly en­ 
gage in. It is not news that’s fit 
to print .. 
Agnew, campaigning in San 
Francisco, 
had 
no 
comment 
Sunday night. 
Contending that the charges 
against 
the 
Republican 
vice 
presidential 
candidate 
were 
stale and had been answered 
two years ago, Nixon said, “ A 
retraction will be demanded of 
the Times legally” today. He 
said he was sure any retraction 
would be printed “back with the 
corset ads or the classifieds to­ 
ward the end of the week when 
nobody will pay any attention.” 
The 
Times, 
in 
its 
news 
pages, subsequently printed a 
comment by John B. Oakes, edi­ 
torial page chief: 
“The 
editorial 
. .. 
was 
a 
moderately worded expression 
of some of the reasons for the 
Times’ belief that Mr. Agnew is 
indeed unfit to be vice president 
of the United States. 
Denies No Facts 
“ Amidst al his verbal denun­ 
ciation Mr. Nixon denies no 
statement of fact in the editorial 
except one detail on which he is 
quite rmprecise. As soon as we 
know exactly which one of Mr. 
Agnew’s conflicts of interest it 
is that Mr. Nixon challenges, we 
will of course reinvestigate. If 
any statement of ours should 
prove to be in error, we will say 
so on the editorial page.” 


The 
Times 
editorial 
ques­ 
tioned the propriety of Agnew’s 
role, as governor of Maryland, 
in serving as a director of the 
Chesapeake National Bank of 
Towson, 
Md„ 
an 
association 
which it said “ involved clear 
and repeated conflicts of inter­ 
est.” 
It further alleged: 
.. as a zoning board mem­ 
ber, as chief executive of Balti­ 
more County and as governor of 
Maryland, Mr. Agnew has been 
the political ally and financial 
partner of a group of wealthy 
land speculators. These busi­ 
nessmen have made sizable for­ 
tunes out of developing land in 
suburban 
Baltimore over the 
past 15 years, in part because of 
favorable zoning and govern­ 
ment decisions, and Mr. Ag­ 
new’s financial net worth has 
also risen sharply.’’ 
Finally, 
the 
Times 
stated 
that: 
“ In 1965 Mr. Agnew joined 
with these businessmen in pur­ 
chasing a tract of land on the 
probable approach route of a 
new. parallel span of the Chesa­ 
peake Bay Bridge. As governor, 
he approved this route. In re­ 
sponse to public criticism, Gov. 
Agnew later sold his share of 
the land.” 
Apparently referring to this 
transaction, 
Nixon 
said 
that 
“when the Times claims that 
Gov. Agnew owned the property 
while he was governor, that was 
not the case.” 


This was the only specific 
point on which he challenged 
the editorial. 
In its news columns last Tues­ 
day, 
the Times said 
Agnew 
agreed in 1966— before his inau­ 
guration as governor—to sell 
the bridge approach property. It 
said the land actually was sold 
to his partners in the venture on 
Oct. 31, 1967—after he was gov­ 
ernor—for his original purchase 
price of $34,200. 
Nixon said in defense of Ag­ 
new that his running mate has 
demonstrated in the campaign 
that he can take political heat. 
He went on: 
“ I have made some mistakes; 
he has made some mistakes. 
And when he makes them or I 
make them. I think we try to 
get up and say, well, we admit 
them and try to correct them. 
But he is a strong man . . . 1 am 
very proud to be on the ticket 
with him.”

The GOP candidate also was 
questioned about a statement 
Friday in which he raised, and 
last-minute attempt by Presi- 
rejected, charges of “a cynical, 
dent Johnson to salvage the can­ 
didacy of Mr. Humphrey” by 
arranging a Vietnam bombing 
halt and perhaps a cease-fire.

COSTA MESA — Sports car 
fans come here frequently just 
to brush up on their history les­ 
sons. 


The classroom is the Briggs 
Cunningham Automotive Muse­ 
um, operated by the noted Le 
Mans competitor of the same 
name and his wife, Laura. 


There, they keep a collection 
of historic sports, racing, Grand 
Prix and classic cars, one of 
the most exclusive in the nation 
or world.

esteem in their wives’ eyes 
than men who did not parti­ 
cipate at all. 
Don’t try to force your hus­ 
band into acquiescence.

Rowland Trustees Studying Typing Center Upgrading 


ROWLAND HEIGHTS - A 
proposal to upgrade leased typ- 
ng machines in the school dis­ 
trict’s word processing center is 
under study by school trustees. 


Installation of the IBM Mag­ 
netic Tape Selectric Typewrit­ 
ers (MTST) about a year ago 
has increased typing pool effi­ 
ciency about 30 per cent, Wil­ 
liam Holt, administrative assist­ 
ant, explained. 


“ MTST typists type 30 words 
of output per minute as against 
a district-wide average of 10 


w.p.m. output for regular typ­ 
ists,” he said. 
(Word output per minute is 
less than the maximum typing 
speed of a typist because it in­ 
cludes time devoted to setting 
up the typewriter and correct­ 
ing errors. The tap - fed type­ 
writers are virtually errorless, 
however.) 
The 
word 
processing 
cen­ 
ter, he said, has experienced 
problems 
of 
increasing 
work 
flow because the IBM typewrit­ 
ers have freed staff personnel 
for other work. This additional 


work 
has 
also 
been 
routed 
through the typing center. 
The center, composed of four 
tape typing machines, 
allows 
for rapid, individual reproduct­ 
ion of reports, brochures, finan­ 
cial statements and form let­ 
ters. 
Presently, two of the typing 
machines are operated by sin­ 
gle track magnetic tapes and 
two by double track tapes. If 
the proposal is adopted, all the 
typing machines will be changed 
to the double track variety. 
Converting 
the 
machines 


would cost the school district 
about $178 per month more per 
machine, said Holt. The dist­ 
rict currently spends about $10,- 
000 annually for its four typing 
machines. 


However, he stressed that the 
increased cost would also mean 
a further increase in speed and 
efficiency of reproduction in the 
processing center.

'Yes' on Bonds 
For Upland Parks 


Upland residents will bo asked to ap­ 
prove Nov. 5 a $650,000 bond issue for pur­ 
c h a se of four park sites and partial or full 
development of six parks. 
The city's park development priorities 
has been focused the past 10 years on park 
vite acquisition adjacent to proposed or ex­ 
isting schools in the city. 
In 1961, 10 cents was added to the an­ 
nual tax rate to provide a fund for acquir­ 
ing and developing park sites on a “pay as 
you go" basis. The need for additional 
parks is increasing more rapidly than funds 
are accumulating. 
Land costs are constantly rising and in 
order for the city to be able to purchase 
park sites at today's prices, the City Council 
has proposed the city of Upland issue gen­ 
eral obligation bonds in the amount of 
$650,000. 
Since the 10 cents added to the tax rate 
in 1961 will satisfy the annual principal and 
interest payment on the proposed bonds, this 
proposition would enable Upland to fund its 
immediate park need within the present tax 
rate. 
A yes vote on Proposition G is urged 
for the acquisition and development of park 
sites in Upland with no increase in taxes. 


Nation's Voters 
Back in Saddle 


Not the least interesting development in 
the homestretch of the presidential campaign 
is the state of the polls—increasing discrep­ 
ancies in predicted point leads and, by some, 
a growing tendency to hedge. 
One recent sounding gives Nixon a 12 per 
cent lead over

All the good ideas these days 
are not in the hands of the poli­ 
ticians. Some of them, for in­ 
stance, lodge in the head of my 
neighbor, an average business­ 
man who reads the papers a 
lot and does quite a bit of think­ 
ing. 
“ Don't

nam e,” he 
said, “because your column has

nuts and I don’t want to be in 
that company. However, if you 
really want a couple of good 
ideas to lay onto your readers, 
1 have two. 
“You want to end the war in 
Vietnam? O.K., I’ll tell you how 
to do it. Lyndon Johnson and- 
or the CIA could have thought 
of this if they’d had any im ag­ 
ination. First of all, you’ve got 
to ask yourself what the war 
means to South Vietnam. Sad­ 
ly enough, it means prosperi­ 
ty- 
“ Before the war Saigon was 
limping along in a prolonged 
depression. 
Now, 
new 
build­ 
ings are going up everywhere, 
the bars are packed, new high­ 
ways, harbors and bridges are 
being built, etc., etc. When the 
U.S. pulls out, all that ends. 
That’s why South Vietnamese 
officials want to drag the war 
out as long as possible. 


“ But, more than the nation’s 
economy. South Vietnam s offi­ 
cials are concerned with their 
own personal economies. A n y 
black market operator over there 
knows that. So here’s what we 
do: We promise to pul into se­ 
cret, numbered Swiss bank ac­ 
counts one billion dollars for 
each of the four or five top 
South Vietnamese officials.

A—Your portfolio offers a good balance of ade­ 
quate income and moderate growth potential.

A—Priotity should be given to increasing your 
savings. Thus, I would not recommend putting more 
than one-third of your legacy into stocks. 
Belding Heminway, manufacturer of home fur­ 
nishings, sewing notions and fabrics for retail and 
industrial consumers, is an attractive p u r c h a s e. 
Shares, now trading at about 17 times estimated 1968 
results, appear to have further upside potential. I 
would bank $50 a month and invest later in another 
promising issue.
